Mr. Speaker: As per your amendment, clause 5 will read 
as Mows;— 

‘Provided that no rate of special assessment or 
addition to the areas shown in the schedule shall be increased 
above the corresponding rate given in the schedule unless it 
is tmproved by a resolution of the Hyderabad Legislative As- 
sembly.' 

I am not able to follow it. 

Shri Shamrao Hoik: ffir. my intention in moving this 
amendment is, if there is anv addition or extension m the area, 
the previous approval of Ihia House is necessary. For this 
purpose, I am introducing this amendment. 

Shrl B. BamakrwJna Rao: Sir I do not know if I can say 
something which will satisfy the hon. Member who is trying to 
move the amendment. . . 

Mr. Speaker: (addressing Shamiao Naik) : Does the 
hon, Member think that these words are necessary because 
the Bill itself relates to the assessment. ...

Shn B. Ramdknahna Rao' Sir, I think, I have been able 
to follow my hon Friend. The Section pui-poits to give 
power to the Government for adding aieas and altoimg the 
rates of assessment. Bat the proviso limits that povei and 
says that where the Government intends to elter tlie rate 
of assessment by inci-eaBrng what has been pul down in the 
schedule, they must come to the House and obtain a Resolution 
of the Assembly. Without that, that camiot be done That 
limitation has been put upon the power which has been mven 
under paii: 1 of the clause. If I am con'actly able to follow 
my Leai-ned Friend, he wants tiiat the Government should 
not be given any power of adding to the araa also which has 
been given m the clause itself. T^t being so, his amentoent 
IS against that power itself and runs counter to the i^use. 

Mr. Speaker: It is not against the clause. What he says 
IS' ‘Provided that no rate of special assessment shall be 
increased.’ That is one thing. Then, if you want to mci'easc 
the area or villages of a particular taluq, foi tbot puipore 
also, the hon. Member wants that you should come to the 
Assembly and seek its sanction. 

Shri B. Ramakrishm Rao • But the effect of it is that the 
power you ai^ mving under the main clause is being nullified, 
and the hon. Mover is dearly agsimst the whole clause B. If 
you permit me. Sir, I will e^lam . . . 

Mr. Speaker: We shall have discussion later on. Motion 
moved.

Shn Shamrao Natki Mr Speaker, Sir, My amendment is 
a very minor one and I thought it 'would be acceptable to tiie 
hon. Mimster-in-charge of die Bill. But from what has 
transpired now, it is dear that it baa caused a certain amount 
of ambiguity and mlaunderstaiiding. From the aigmments 
that have emaated from the ban. the Chief Mijmster, I have 
reason to think that he is misunderstanding me betmuse he 
says that the effect of my amendment is to nullify the whole 
clause of the Bill. I want to danfy this. 

There is partial recognition under the proviso. As 
dause 6 stands, the hon. the Chi^ Minister will seek the 
approval of this House idille increasing the rates of special 
asaesaraeut^ and to that extent, the rMts and pnvileges of 
the Membeis of this House are recognised. Bu^ it tte hon. 
the Chief Minister wants to add areas, or add some more 
talnqas in the Schedule, he will noi^ as I road the clause, 
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seek the pennisaion of the House While he seeks the appro- 
val of this House hy a resolution m so f-r a, ir'-ieasin? the 
late of special sssesament is concerned, I am of opinion, the 
same mmaple should be adopted when he wants to alter 
or add to the areas or add some if ore teluas to the achedi'le, 
The conditions that are laid down for enacting tbs Bill are 
contained in the Statement of Objects & Reasons, wherein 
it IB stated that the general- increase m prices of agricultural 
commodities has made it necessary for the Given iment to 
inci’ease the assessment on land coiTespondinglv. But now, 
when the Govenimeiit intends infutuie to inci’ease the aiea oi 
alter the area, whatevei' it is, I doubt, whether the prices of 
commodities then wiU i emam as th^ are at present With the 
withdrawal of the currenqr from the market tiie prices of 
agricultural commodities and all other commodilias, have 
gone considerable down causing a dump in the market The 
superfluous increase in the prices of agrioultm-al commodi- 
ties is, I think due to the dreulabon of bad maney in the 
market That is to say, the mcreose m the price of agncul- 
tural commodities is the result of the market value of the 
money circulated by the Government during war-penod, 
going down to a considerable level; it was not in fact the in- 
ci’ea'c in prices of the commodities, hut the market value of 
the money, that has gone down in wai'-pei'iod because of 
the withdrawal of the bad money that was circulated by the 
Government These cdnditioiiB may not he pi-eeent at the 
time whem the Government intends to add some .-morn taluos 
m the schedule. I, therefore, stibmit Sir, that Members of 

House, who are represmitativeB of the agricultuial class, 
should have a say in any action tiiat the Government may 
take at that time. 

I, therefore t hmk that it is necessary, in the same way 
as it is deemed necessary by the Hon'blo Minister in charge 
of the Bill to seek permission of this House while increasing 
tte rates of assessment, that if he wants to add some more 
taboas to the list already contamed in the schedule, it should 
be Incumbent upon him to fek permission of this House. 

The special conditions laid dowm m the Statement of Ob- 
jects and Reasons are on the face of it momentary and tem- 
porary. I think, the Government of Hyderabad will not be 
able to maintain the status because the withdrawal or 
cijrculatioBi of currency is a matter of the Central Government 
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and IB not inthm the competesnoe of the State Government If 
the Central Government intends to take such action, the State 
Goveimmant Aould alM t^e necessary steps in the matter. 
The special assessment is warranted under certain conditions 
for specific purposes. Special assessments are not generally 
levied at any time at the whims of the Government or m 
oi-der to make good the deficit budget I think, in levymg 
special taxes whether on agricultunsts or any other da® of 
peo^e, it should be levied for a specific purpose and wider 
gpedal circumstances so that those people who are being taxed 
specially denva corresponding benefit from such taxation. 
But, here, see that it is not the obieet of the GovenuniM 
m assessing the agricultural land. The object is clearly to 
make good the deficit budget and that only is the basis for 
the increase in assessment. 

I have already stated that the increase m prices is super- 
fluous and the present conditions will not be present at ell 
times. It is not within the competence of the State Govern- 
ment to maintain the status quo amd it is not within the com- 
petence of this House or the Government to maintain the same 
price for the agi^tural commoditiw Already the agricul- 
turists are groaning wider heavy taxation that is prevailing. 
They will not be able to bear any additional taxation. Be- 
sides that, no purpose is specially laid down in tiie Statement 
of Objects and Reasons. When a particular class is requii'ed 
to pay special assessment, it should derive corresponding 
benefit out of such special assessment, and that benefit is ab- 
sent here. 

For these reasons, I would like ihe hon, Minister-in-oharge 
of the Bill to accept my amendment. There has been parM 
recogmtion so far as the increase of rate is concerned and I 
would apwal to him to accept my amendment so that if and 
wh-n it Reeses him to alter or add some more taluos in the 
'?"h“dule, he should In the same wby also seek approv^ by a 
resolution of the House in this briiw too, I request the hon. 
Mimstcr-m-chai'ge should concede that right to the Members 
of the House. 

With these submissions, I dose.
